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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-30 are 
allowed since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by 
prior art. In claim 1, " wherein said X electrode drive circuit and said Y electrode drive circuit 
have: a first sustain drive mode in which discharge pulses to predetermined adjacent electrodes 
rise or fall in the same direction at the same time; and a second sustain drive mode in which 
discharge pulses to all adjacent electrodes rise or fall at different timings ". "The closest prior art 
Setoguchi et al. (2003/0001801 Al) teach a plasma display comprising first Y-sustaining circuit, 
second Y-sustaining circuit, first X-sustaining circuit and second X-sustaining circuit, which the 
sustaining discharge is generated; Ishii et al. (2006/0050094 A) teach a plasma display panel 
comprising in surface discharge electrodes, X electrodes are provided on the two sides of a Y 
electrode and during a sustain period, a sustaining pulse with same phase and at the same voltage 
Vs, or the first sustaining pulse train is supplied to the odd-numbered X electrodes and the even- 
numbered Y electrodes; however, singularly or in combination with other prior art, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.

Conclusion

electrodes. 

Iseki (2002/0044106 Al) teach a plasma display comprising includes scan electrodes, 
sustain electrodes and data electrodes . . . each driving second includes transistors for alternately 
applying first and second sustain pulses with positive and negative potentials with respect to the 
reference potential of the data electrode to the scan and sustain electrodes. 

Itoh et al. (2002/0047586 Al) teach a plasma display device with alternately arranged 
sustain electrodes.
